June If—After three 
separate flights by aeroplape had 
been made at a cost of several thou¬ 
sand dollars, seventeen votes In the 
Ontario provincial general election 
were gathered by aeroplane from 
Moose Factory, In the James Bay dis¬ 
trict, and these will, be counted in the 
final result of the election.
